Edward HigginB, aged 23 years, son of 


a well-known farmer, Morris HigginB, re- 
siding two miles west of Macon was 
found dead in an upper room on the sec- 
ond floor of the dwelling early this morn- 
ing, with a bullet in his brain. Tbe 
young men had eaten his breakfast this 
morning with the family, and then ap- 
peared to be all right. He went tip stairs 
and did not come down again. His fath- 
er had come to Decatur on the early 
train, and did not learn of the fatality 
until informed by Frank Webb who had 
been telephoned to convey the sad intel- 
ligence to Mr. Morris. He did not utter 
a word, but left at once for the depot to 
catch the south-bound Central train. 
Coroner Perl went down on the same 
train to hold the inquest, which began 
this afternoon. 


Mrs. Higgins had called to her son to 


come down from his room, but as she re- 
ceived no answer she went up to the room 
to find her son dead, with a small 22 cali- 
bre target gun clasped in both hands. 
The bullet had entered his left temple 
and death must have been instant. 


It is not known whether the fatality 


was accidental or with suicidal intent. 
It is learned that young Higgins had been 
paying lover-like attentions to a young 
lady at Macon, and that he was given 
"the mitten" Sunday night at church. 
Possibly he was disconsolate and had re- 
solved to kill himself. There were no 
messages of farewell or explanation.

The inquest on the body of Edward 


Higgins, aged 23 years, son of Mr. End 
Mrs. Morris Biggins, was held yesterday 
afternoon by Coroner Perl who got home 
this morning. The jurymen who heard 
the evidence were James L. Hight, Amos 
Reedy, Jonas Bafford, Nathan A. Cross 
and Elmer C. Reedy. Deceased had shot 
himself in the left temple with a 22 cali- 
bre rifle, and was found dead in his room 
by his mother shortly after he went up 
stairs. 
Young Higgins was a school 


teacher, and a member of the Macon Pro- 
hibition Invincible Club. He fell in love 
with one of the young ladies, proposed 
Sunday night and was rejected. Ed. be- 
came despondent, and killed himself, 
Mrs. Higgins testified that she was satis- 
fied that her son shot himself. He left a 
letter addressed to his mother, in which 
he no doubt detailed the whole of his 
trouble, but Mrs. Higgins refused, to al- 
low anyone to see it. Probably it was 
the request of the suicide that the con- 
tents of the letter be not divulged. Before 
going to his room to take his life, Edward 
called his little brother to him, gave him 
his knife and kissed him. A verdict of 
suicide was returned by the jury. A week 
ago the deceased visited Decatur and 
bought a new suit of elother at Otten- 
heimer's store. He was a fine looking 
young man of good habits,

The funeral of Edward Higgins, son of 


I. M. Higgins, who shot himself Monday 
morning, took place on Tuesday after- 
noon from the Methodist church at 
Macon, Rev. James Miller, of Deoatur, 
officiating. The church was filled with 
sympathizing friendg of the family, all of 
whom held the young man in the highest 
esteem. Rev. Miller took for his text the 
7th and 8th verses of the 14th chapter of 
Romans: "For none ot us liveth unto 
himself, and no man dieth unto himself. 
For whether we live we live unto the 
Lord; and whether we die, we die unto 
the Lord; whether we live therefore, or 
die, we art) the Lord's." The conclusions 
of the minister drawn from tho thoughts 
suggested by the text were no doubt 
deeply consoling to the bereaved parents, 
now mourning the death of their beloved 
son—a young man of exemplary habits, 
whose life was blameless. Rev. Miller 
stated in the course of his sermon that 
EO far as man could judge some of the 
best men known have died by their own 
hands while temporarily insane over some 
real or fancied trouble, 


Purely Sensational. 


The telegram from Springfield, Mo., 


stating that Dick Oglesby, the actor, was 
murdered on Oct. 16 by the brother of a 
young worann the actor had betrayed at 
Cincinnati the past snmmer, is purely 
sensational. The story is published in 
the Decatur morning papers of'to-day. 
It originates from an alleged detective 
named Davis, in the employ ot the 
'Frisco line running into Springfield, 
Mo. The Decatur relatives of Dick have 
positive evidence that the cruel story id 
f also. They know that Dick came to De- 
catur from Chicago on June 1st, and re- 
mained here until August 13, when he 
went, to Monticello with the Maud Atkin- 
son company, where he remained for a 
week, going thence to Anamosa, Iowa, 
where he filled a brief engagement with 
a company. He then went to Omaha, 
Neb., where he took electric baths for 
rheumatism. He then joined the Barry 
comedj company at Cherokee, Kansas, 
and rehearsed and played engagements 
with it. Less than a week after his con- 
nection with the Barry company in the 
west he was mysteriously murdered near 
Marionville, Mo., where he was found 
near the 'Frisco railway track. Dick has 
not been in Cincinnati, the home of the 
girl named, for 15 years, and at no time 
during the paiit year was he any nearer 
Cincinnati than Decatur. The telegram 
states that Dick was with the Lewis 
company two weeks at Cincinnati during 
the past summer. 
Letters from the 


west received by the family account 
fully for Dick's whereabouts up to about 
a week before he was found dead. The 
mystery will eventually be cleared up. _

Tnis has taken placo 
over hundreds of miles of territory. _ But 
nature repairs snch ravages very quickly, 
especially in California, where vegetation, 
wild or cultivated, grows after a rapid 
transit fashion. There, it soon binds up 
these earth scars with wild vines and 
bushes. I have seen saplings growing 
through tho roofs and barring the doors 
of the cabin in a camp which had not been, 
deserted more than ten years.

As to place or manner of deposit,

The 
heaviest gold was generally found deepest.

The sum 
total of its achievements may be set 
down as follows: It oast enough votes in 
Connecticut to give that state to that 
eminent Christian statesman and that 
well-known apostle of temperance and 
sobriety, UroTer Cleveland; it joined

But there is a big slice of 
the third party that is not satisfied with 
this sort of "come-outers." The men 
who are prohibitionirts because they be- 
heve in it, and who voted in this state 
for Capt. Harts for governor, are not sat- 
isfied. They are beginning to see that 
the charge made by the Pvepublicans 
is true-that these prohibitionists of 
Democratic antecedents are actuated by 
motives of hostility to the Bepubliean 
party more than by hostility to whisky. 
They were flattered in Illinois with the 
Democratic claim that Palmer could be 
elected. They well knew that Harts had 
no ghost of a show, and they satisfied 
their consciences by standing up and be- 
ing counted for Fisk and Brooks, while 
they chuckled in their sleeves at the 
thought of the blow they were dealing 
the hated Kepnblicans by voting for 
Palmer. There was no principle in their 
voting this way, except the principle ot 
hostility to the Republican party, which 
is just as lively in their breasts now as it 
was before they espoused prohibition.

Be- 
plymg that he was not registered an 
accommodating local officer suggested 
that he could vote on affidavit, and 
straightway proceeded to fill out one of 
the printed forms and present it to the 
desired voter. The man read it over and 
found it contained a declaration that he 
had resided for a year in the state of Illi- 
nois and for thirty days last past in the 
election precinct. He informed the offi- 
cer that he could not swear to any such 
statement, whereupon the intelligent 
office-holder said: "'Well, then, I'll just 
erase that part of the affidavit."

And that 
official holds a federal commission in this 
county. In the ce»r future, however, the 
commission will expire by reason of the 
appointment of his successor, who will be 
a Republican, even if he is less obliping 
than the present incumbent.

What Will They Do? 


Those optimMio individuals who are 


flattering themselves with the idea that 
the defeat of Cleveland means the imme- 
diate dissolution of the Democratic party 
are but indifferent students of Vwhtieal 
history. They forget that Democratic 
candidates have been just as badly de- 
feated in the past, but the party always 
came up ready for another contest at the 
very next election. Cleveland was no 
worse beaten than MoClellan was in 
1864, but the old Bourbon gang was as 
determined in 1868 as though they had 
not been seemingly crushed four years 
before, and while they failed again they 
were eager for the fray in 1872, with a 
bran new set of principles and a ticket 
that, liie a specious counterfeit, was 
"well calculated to deceive." Again suf- 
fering a stunning repulse the party of 
many defeats had no thought of disband- 
ing, but rose«p with their mummifled 
candidate in 1876 and gave their oppo- 
nents the best fight in twenty years, and 
once more in 1880 they rallied, only to 
go down again and rise to their acciden- 
tal victory in 1884. Defeated six times 
in succession the leaders never thought 
of lying down, but with the shilly-shal- 
lying expedients of the oft-defeated they 
were ever ready with some ne nostrum, 
some much-vaunted "reform" measure 
that was to be the cure-all for every ill 
that the body politic is heir to. With 
the stimulant of a four years' feast at the 
public cnb it is hardly probable that 
they will now abandon tie fight after a 
single repulse, stunning as it is. The 
Solid South is not ready to abandon the 
g ound upon which it won the victory of 
1884 and opened the doors of tbe public 
treasury to their glad hands. The news- 
papers of that section have already ral- 
lied from the first shock of their defeat, 
and are advising the Democrats of the 
South to "stand together to a man," to 
"draw the Democratic lines all the closer, 
and against internal division or external 
pressure keep the party ranks unbroken." 
This is the spirit which animates the 
Democratic end of the country, and 
which, when it is known in the North, 
will animate it as well, just as the south- 
ern end of the party has always led 
while the northern end has been content 
to follow. 


And so Republicans may as well make 


up their minds that they wU have the 
same old enemy to contend againnt in 
1892. 
It will not be absorbed by the 


third party prohibitionists nor by the 
labor reformers, nor will it go into volun- 
tary liquidation. It will be on hand with 
its pack of negative principles, bitterly 
opposing whatever the Bepublicans advo- 
cate. If the tariff question is a living 
issue at that time—if it has not been 
settled beyond cavil by the Bepublicans 
before the next election—the Democratic 
p irty will be on the demagogue side of 
it us it was this year. If the issue turns 
upon the admission of new states, it will 
be on the side of that question which 
the southern leaders desire. If the for- 
eign policy of the government becomes a 
point in dispute the Democratic party can 
be relied upon to be on the nn-Amencnn 
side of it, just as the Bepublican party 
is sure to be on the American side. 
The fight of 1892 will be between 
the two old contestants, and while the 
lines may be re-formed and a few of the 
soldiers may changa sides, it will be prsc 
tically the same that it has been for a 
generation. It will be progress against 
retrogression—advancement in 
every- 


thing great and good and grand pitted 
against the bourbonic inclination to sit 
still and idly sing the praises of men long 
since gone to their reward. The human 
family has from time immemorial been 
divided into two hostile camps—the one 
is for forcing ahead while the other 
hangs ba^k and tries to lock the wheels 
of time 'or fear the machine will run 
sm ny with them 
It will continue to be 


divided thus for all future time, or until 
human nature is radically changed. For 
thirty j ears in this country one of these 
elements has been called Bepublican 
while the ether has been called Demo- 
cratic, and for want of more expressive 
titles they will bear the same appella- 
tions in 1392. 


AMOXG the many causes which contnb- 


n'ed to the force of the cyclone that 
bwept the Democratic party from powsr 
the attitn !e oE the party toward the dis- 
franchised people of Dakota was not the 
least in potency. That splendid territory 
has a sin s,'le delegate in congress—a repre- 
sentHtivs who can "speak but cannot 
vote," and to him the people of the terri- 
tory give three or four times as many 
votes as are required to elect the ten 
eoaf.rncismen who represent the lately 
rebellious state of Georgia—ten members 
who \ote for the Mills bill and for every 
other distinctly Democratic measure. 
The mas- o* thp Dakota voters are Be- 
publictns, and the majority of them 
"wore the blue" from 1861 to ISCo-the 
overwhelming majority of the voters in 
Georgia (at least a majority of those 
whose votes are counted) are Democrats, 
and all of them who were old enough 
served in the Confederate army. In other 
words, three or four times as many peo- 
ple (who are Bepnlilicans) as suffice to 
elect ten Georgia colonels to congress, 
can elect but one man from Dakota, and 
even he has no vote in that body. There 
never was a more flagrant outrage upon 
the sacred nght of representation, and 
the people of the country came to under- 
stand it before they cast their ballots. It 
w U all be changed, however, after Har- 
rison gets in, and the people understand 
that, too. _________

We are Worth $50,000,000. 


In the write-up of Maoon county's 


wealth in the Great South, just israed, 
and edited by Mr. Edholm, we find the 
following condensed statement ot general 
interest: 


Macon county embraces an area ol 666 square 
miles and la bounded by DeWltt on the north, 
on tbe east by Piatt and Moulcrle, on the south 
by Moulirie, Shelby and Christian, and on the 
west by Christian, Sanstiimon and lagan coun- 
ties. The major portion is prairie, the tlmlwr 
being restricted to a three-mile belt along tbe 
Sangamon river. Big and Friends creeki. Con- 
siderable timber Is lound. however, both on tbe 
hills and bottoms, of such varieties as oak, black 
oak, m) oak, laurel oak, pm oak. swamp wlilte 
oak, 
chistnut oak, hackberry, hickory, elm, 
hone;, lucdst, sassafras and ash. Some white 
walnut <uid blue ash are also found, but are by 
no means common. From the official report of 
the Sute Board ot Equalization we find that 
there are 362,590 acres of improved lands in this 
county, valued at $5,768,347. or an average valua- 
tion ol $16.36 per acre. This is barely one-third 
of the selling price of lauds in this county. The 
number of acres of unimproved lands is 14,129, 
valued at $121,iS5, or an average valuation of 
$8.54 per acre. The total acreage is 305,919, val- 
ued at $£,889,602, or an average value of $16.06 
per acre. Very little land in the county sells 
under $50 per acre, and much cannot, be bought 
for less than $1DO. The county's wealth in enu- 
merated property is assessed at $934,235, and 
personal property at 41,802,943. The number of 
city and town lots, improved, in the county, Is 
5,U9, assessed at $1,814,519. The total value of 
all oersonal property, lands and lots, as given, 
is $9,587,139. There are 110 miles of main line 
railroad track in the county, and 3,826 feet of 
side tracks, representing a total assessed valua- 
tion of $629,634. 
These figures will serve to give the reader 


some idea of how wealthy a county Macon 
really Is, for it must ever be borne in mind that 
the true valuation of property would swell the 
gi-Anrt total to fully $50,000,000, Instead of barely 
$10 000,000. ^^^^^^^^__
